The work connected with the clearance of unfit houses again 
proceeded during the year, when representations were made in respect 
of Clearance Areas affecting some 118 houses. The Council embarked 
on a fairly large scheme in Newchurch Road and Bowker Street at Bacup, 
and a number of other smaller schemes in various parts of the town. 

Thirty-three dwellings were demolished, and it may be 
Significant that a cleared area in Brandwood Road, Stacksteads, is to 
be re-developed for suitable new housing purposes. 


The improvement of sub-standard houses also continued, and 
64 Improvement Grants were allowed during the year.

Mr. Mayor, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have pieasure in submitting the report on the work of the 
Health Department during the year 1968. 


_ Housing and Slum Clearance Schemes again took much time in 
the department, but some results are now beginning to be shown in the 
town, and it should be now clear to everyone concerned that the large 
scheme undertaken in Market Street and Plantation Street should in the 
near future be completed. 


The Underbank Scheme of redevelopment has also now been 
completed, and it is clear that this scheme has been very successful 
and will continue to be a scheme of which Bacup may be justly proud. 


The scheme for the demolition of properties which were almost 
derelict in Glen Street has also been very largely naw completed, and 
although perhaps only small in size, has achieved a considerable 
improvement of this previously almost derelict site. 


The demolition of properties in Allendale Terrace, Rochdale 
Road, Bacup, was also completed, and this again has lead to better 
visibility on a main road site, and has improved this particular area. 


The scheme for the redevelopment of the Brandwood Road area 
is also proceeding, and the demolition of properties in Britannia and 
Wall Street areas has already taken place, and suitable site treatment is 
under consideration. Further schemes have already been considered by 
the Council, and action has been taken in respect of areas in Lanehead 
Lane, Newchurch Road at Stacksteads, Albion Street and Todmorden Road, 
Heyworth Street, and a large scheme has already been agreed for the 
demolition of properties in Newchurch Road and Bowker Street which will 
again considerably affect main roads and the general appearance of the 
various areas. 


Much still remains to be done with regard to the improvement 
of the environmental conditions appertaining within the town, but I am 
sure that considerable progress has been made in the past few years, 
and it is hoped that this can be maintained in order to secure 
satisfactory urban renewal. 


May I express my thanks to the members of the Committee for 
their continued support, and also express my appreciation for the 
co-operation of the other senior officers of the Council and members of 
the Health Department throughout the year.

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SECTION IV 
ENVIRONMENTAL HEALTH SERVICES 
Social Conditions: 


Chief Occupations: The shoe and slipper trade provides the chief 
industry in the town, and there is also an extensive stone quarry within 
the district, and the combining of materials has also provided an 
additional industry which is growing. 


There is some light engineering, and manufacture of 
electrical equipment, which gives employment to a number of peopie in 
the district, and in addition there are a number of milis which 
manufacture “elted materials. 


The Council are making every effort to attract new industries. 
and extensions to new works are anticipated. 


The country is hilly, and there are many scattered hillfarms 
with smail dairy herds. 


(A) SANITARY INSPECTION OF AREA 


Water Supply : 


The water supplied to the Borough of Bacup by the Bolton 
Corporation Water Undertaking was satisfactory both as regards quality 
and quantity. 


Normally, samples of both raw and filtered water are reguiarly 
subjected to full bacteriological and chemical analysis. Special 
analyses are made as circumstances require. 


During 1968, 153 samples of raw water taken from Cowpe and 
Sheephouse Pressure Filters were subjected to bacteriological 
examination and partial chemical analysis. In addition, 214 samples 
of filtered and treated water, including 58 samples taken from the 
distribution system, received bacteriological examination and part chemical 
analysis. The results showed that the filtered and treated water was of 
excellent quality, B. Coli being absent in 99.06% of the potable water 
samples tested. All water is treated before passing into supply. 


From tests made, the water was shown to have no significant 
plumbo-solvent action. No special action was required to be taken in 
respect of any form of contamination. The average natural fluoride 
content of the water supplied to Bacup is 0.15 p.opomo 


The public water mains afford a direct supply to a population 
of 16,000 living in Bacup. No supply was afforded to dweliings by standpipe. 


The following extensions and renewais of water mains were 
carried out in 1968. |

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Rivers and Streams: 


The Mersey River Board is the controlling authority for the 
main river in the Borough, and the Local Authority is responsible for 
the streams and the portion of the Irwell which joins on to the main river. 


The River Irwell is used in connection with the local 
industries and widely used for trade effluents. 


Public Cleansing: 


The household refuse collection is maintained on a weekly 
basis from all houses in the town, and approximately 7,000 dustbins are 
emptied weekly by the three freighters each manned by a driver and 
four loaders. 


_ Special facilities are also afforded by the Council in respect 
of bulky articles of household furniture and anciilary domestic articles 
and these are collected free on request. 


Additional facilities are also made availablie to the public 
to dispose of their own domestic articles of a bulky nature on the 
Council's Tip at Blackwood, where refuse disposal is carried out by 
controlled tipping, and the Council have in operation a salvage scheme. 


Street cleansing is carried out under the supervision of the 
Borough Surveyor, and gully emptying is done by modern mechanical means. 


Closet Accommodation: 


The closet accommodation in the Borough consists mainly of 
fresh water closets, there being approximately 4,792 of these, and gradual 
abolition of the waste water closets is encouraged by the grants made by 
the Health Committee in respect of conversions. Details of the closets 
other than fresh water closets are given in Table IX, Appendix C. 


Many of the back-to-back houses have joint W.C. accommodation, 
and this type of house would be greatly improved if separate indoor 
sanitary accommodation could be provided. 


Eradication of Bed Bugs: 


In the very rare cases which are hardly ever found, Hydrogen 
Cyanide is used in connection with the disinfestation of household 
goods when transfers are made from infested property to Council houses. 
Other cases are treated with D.D.T. solutions and sprays, and 
fumigations with Lindane and Dieldrin. Some Pyrethrum Powders are 
also used. 


Atmospheric Pollution: 


The problem of domestic smoke remains one which needs attention, 
and the Council have given some consideration to this matter, and it has 
“been decided that a scheme for the making of Smoke Control Areas be 
prepared and submitted. Work in connection with this is at the moment 
in its initial stages, but a scheme will ultimately be submitted to the 
Council for consideration. The clearance of unfit houses, however, is still 
receiving first priority in order to remove the black spots in the town. 


Local industrialists still appear to favour oil-fired furnaces, 
and conversions to this fuel have taken place, in several installations 
during 1968. 
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Rodent Control: 


This work is carried out in accordance with the recommendations 
of the Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food, and the Council's 
sewers were continuously treated throughout the twelve month period 
with Fluoracetamide. 


In addition to this, 43 business premises, 85 dweilinghouses 
and 15 local authority properties which were infested, were treated. 


Swimming Baths: 


The Council own and administer the Public Baths which are 
Situated in tne centre of the town, and modern facilities are available 
with continuous filtration and chlorination plant installed which gives 
excellent. facilities from a public health point of view. and the 
facilities are widely used by the public. 


The Sauna Bath has continued to be popular. This is one of 
the most modern amenities which the Council have provided, and the 
facility is being widely used. 


Factories: 


The sanitary accommodation in most of the factories within 
the district is reasonable in standard, but complaints are dealt with 
as the necessity arises. 


Table X, Appendix C, gives a summary of the inspections 
made and details of the results. 


Sanitary Inspection of the Area: 


Experience throughout the year has again shown that a large 
number of the dwellinghouse properties in the town which are not to be 
demolished are very quickly becoming aimost Wholely owner/occupied. 


It appears from inspections made that the high cost of repairs 
to dwellinghouses is rapidly affecting the position with regard to the 
private ownership of houses which are to let, as the few owners of 
tenanted houses which are left in the town still complain that investment 
in properties to let proves uneconomic. 


A statement in Table VIII, Appendix (C) shows the number and 
nature of the inspections made. 


(B) HOUSING 


The hilly nature of the district has led in the past to the 
building of many back-to-back, back=-to-land and basement dwellings, 
and the prevalence of such a large proportion of these types of houses, 
which today cannot, generally speaking, be regarded as of a 
satisfactory standard, still remains a problem to be solved. This 
matter requires constant attention, and whilst every endeavour is made 
to keep the old houses weatherproof and in a reasonabie state of 
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repair, the work done is often not sufficient to render the old 
houses in all respects fit for habitation. In addition, the lack 

of amenities in numerous back-to-back houses remains a matter with 
which the department is seriously concerned, and in this regard every 
opportunity must be taken to encourage these amenities to be improved 
wherever possible. 


Representation was made with regard to houses in the 
Newchurch Road and Bowker Street area which is a particularly difficuit 
area to deal with, having regard to the nature and contour of the 
land upon which the properties are built, and whilst this type of 
scheme proves costly, it is essential that this work proceed if the 
general amenity and appearance of the town is to be improved. 


.The Council's programme of new house building saw the 
completion of the Underbank scheme, and it is now clear that this 
scheme has proved very successful and provides dwelling accommodation 
near to the town centre in a desirable position. The accommodation at 
Underbank House is greatly appreciated by the residents, and the 
services of the warden added to the excellent accommodation are together 
providing a highly satisfactory combination for the senior citizens of Bacup. 


It is also pleasing to note that the planning permissions for 
private development mentioned in the report for 1967 have led to 
considerably increased activity in schemes for private dwellinghouses, 
and some 30 dwellinghouses were completed during 1968. 


During the year, schemes of slum clearance were considered by 
the Council in respect of Clearance Areas in Rochdale Road and Wail 
Street, Bacup, Newchurch Road and Bowker Street, Bacup, Rochdale Road, 
Britannia, and two further areas in Blackwood Road at Stacksteads, and 
the schemes were accepted in these areas in each case. Some of these 
have already been largely dealt with, and demolition of properties has 
taken place in Wall Street and the Britannia area. 


The Market Street=Plantation Street scheme has continued, and 
the work of erecting retaining walls and the carrying out of some 
landscaping is in hand and is proceeding, and should be completed at a 
very early date. 


Overcrowding within the Borough does not appear to arise on 
any large scale, and incidents of this only appear to happen where 
there are large families, and only isolated cases come to the attention 
of the department. 


Table XI, Appendix C, gives details of the new houses provided, 
and also the action taken with regard to unfit dwellinghouses. 


(C) INSPECTION AND SUPERVISION 


Offices, Shops and Railway Premises Act: 


Routine visits were made to premises requiring inspection under 
this Act, and all the registered premises within the town have now 
received a visit and inspection, and ali the contraventions found have 
in general received the attention of the owners. 


The general standards found on inspections under this Act are 
fairly good, and the co-operation received from all the shopkeepers has 
been very satisfactory. 
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Milk Supply: 


The responsibility for the supervision of farms and the 
production of milk having passed to the Ministry of Agriculture, 
Fisheries and Food, the main duty of the Local Authority was in 
connection with the distributors of milk and the registration of milk 
distributors, dairies or milk shops. 


During 1968 only one case occurred where Brucellosis was 
found in the milk supply, and appropriate action was immediately 
taken and the offending animals were removed from the herd. 


The farmer concerned was again very co-operative, and immediately 
engaged professional veterinary services, and a satisfactory result was 
quickly achieved. 


Food Hygiene: 


Routine visits were made during the year to the premises in 
the Borough where ice cream is sold by retail only. 


The bulk of the ice cream which is sold in the town is 
manufactured by persons who have premisés outside the Borough, and little 
difficulty was experienced with this commodity. Much of the ice cream 
is now pre-packed. 


Details of the food condemned and surrendered are given in 
Table XIII, Appendix C. 


Slaught erhouses: 


The Local Authority granted renewal of licences in respect of 
three slaughterhouses within the Borough during 1968. 


Meat inspection: 


The operation of the three slaughterhouses above-mentioned was 
kept under strict supervision, and all the animals slaughtered there 
were inspected in accordance with the instructions of the Health Committee, 
who direct that at all times 100% inspection be carried out. Every 
endeavour, therefore, has been made to do this, and details of the animals 
slaughtered and meat condemned will be found in Table XIV. 


New regulations with regard to hygiene in slaughterhouses were 
also enforced, and wiping cloths are no longer to be used in these premises. 


(D) GENERAL 
Petroleum Acts and Carbide of Calcium Order: 
The licensing of petroleum stores is a duty carried out by the 


Health Committee, and 43 licences are at present in operation for the 
storage of petroleum spirit and mixture. 


Hackney Carriages and Driving Licences: 


During the year 2 Hackney Carriage Licences were issued and 
3 Licences to drive Hackney Carriages. 


Old Metal Dealers: 


One licence was issued in respect of dealers in old metal.
